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Italy’s Socialists Join 
3-Party Coalition in 
End to Latest Crisis

ROME, April 4 (NYT) — Italy’s 
latest government crisis ended to- 
day with the formation of a center' 
left coalition Cabinet consisting of 
15 Christian Democrats, nine Soci- 
alists and three Republicans. 

The Cabinet formed by Premier' 
designate Francesco C ossig a , a 
Christian Democrat, was sworn in 
this morning by President Sandro 
PertinL Mr. Cossiga will go before 
parliament after the Easter vaca- 
tion, on April 14. The three parties 
have a majority in both bouses and 
the vote of confidence is not in 
doubt. 

Tbe new government will be the 
39th since World War II. The Soci- 
alists, the country’s third -largest 
party, will be represented for the 
first time in six years. Mr. Cossiga 
will succeed himself. His last gov- 
ernment fell two weeks ago after 
eight months in office. 

The Socialists made the relatively 
speedy solution of the crisis possi- 
ble by joining the Christian Demo- 
crats in a coalition government that 
does not include the Communis ts 
and will not have their support in 

parliament. 

Second Surprise 

For Bettino Cnuri, the ambitious 
head of the Socialist Party, fhic was 
a change of positions. He had 
brought down the first Cossiga gov- 
ernment on the ground that it 
lacked Co mmunis t support and 
thus was too weak and unstable to 
’administer the country effectively.

15,000 Steelmen 
Strike Again in 
England, Wales 

PORT TALBOT. Wales, April 4 
(Reuters) — Nearly 1,000 strikers 
tried to storm a management block 
at tbe Port Talbot steelworks today 
but were kept away by about 100 
policemen. Several' windows were 
smashed by stones and one man 
was arrested. 

The violence flared as 15.000 
steelworkers In north England and 
Wales went back on strike only a 
day after resuming production fol- 
lowing the three-month national 
steel strike, Britain’s longest indus- 
trial stoppage since World War H

second time by settling for less im- 
portant Cabinet seats than the Soci- 
alists had demanded at the outset of 
their negotiations with Mr. Cossiga. 
The Christian Democrats, who have 
dominated every government for 
the last 35 years, retain control of 
most key ministries, including for- 
eign affairs and interior, in addition 
to the premiership. The Socialists 
will get tbe defense and foreign 
trade posts. The finance minister 
will be a Socialist, while the treas- 
ury ministry goes to tbe Christian 
Democrats. 

At the start of the negotiations 
with Mr. Cossiga, Mr. Craxi pressed 
tbe Christian Democrats for an as- 
surance that they meant the allian ce 
between the two parties to last be- 
yond the duration of the new gov- 
ernment, and even that they would 
permit a Socialist to succeed Mr. 
Cossiga. The average lifespan of 
Italian postwar government has 
been 10 months. Mr. Craxi is 
known to have long held hopes of 
becoming the first Socialist premier. 

But the Christian Democrats 
have always staunchly refused to In 
the premiership slip from their 
hands. During tbe last government 
crisis, last summer. Mr. Pertini 
asked Mr. Craxi to tiy to break the 
deadlock and form a government 
But the Christian Democrats 
blocked him and the crisis dragged 
on for more than three months. 

This time, too, the Christian 
Democrats balked at the suggestion 
that they should one day relinquish 
the premier’s post Mr. Craxi quiet- 
ly dropped his demand for the time 
being. 

He managed, however, to have 
the two junior partners in the coali- 
tion, the Socialists and the Republi- 
cans, be given more Cabinet seats 
than their numerical st reng th in 
parliament would warrant 

They have 12 ministers together, 
and the Christian Democrats 15. In 
che Chamber of Deputies, the 
Christian Democrats have 261 
seats, the Socialists 62 and the Re- 
publicans 15. The figures in the 
Senate are comparable. 

Mr. Craxi accepted an open split 
in his party in order to lead the So- 
cialists into the government 

The party’s left wing, headed by 
Guido Signorile, opposed the move 
at first Party President Riccardo 
Lombardi resigned. And Francesco 
De Martino, one of the party’s long- 
time leaders, refused a Cabinet 
post 

In the end, the Signorile wing 
agreed to go alon“. But its members 
made it clear that they regard the 
Socialist presence in the Cabinet as 
an opening to the left and a bridge

Russians Use Punitive Tactics in Konar 

Attacks Stiffen Afghans’ Resolve

KASHKOT. Afghanistan. April 4 
(LAT) — Each morning shortly af- 
ter 7. tbe battle for control of tbe 
Konar Valley begins anew with the 
low growl of Soviet helicopter gun- 
ships as they head from bases at 
Jalalabad to strike targets at the 
north end of the valley. 

Later, delta-winged MiG fighters 
and larger propeller-driven Anto- 
nov planes, used for reconnaissance 
or directing artillery, appear over- 
head. They are all part of the big- 
gest Soviet military operation 
mounted against Moslem guerrillas 
in Afghanistan since the Russians 
intervened in force last December. 

A variety of anti-government 
forces have ruled here since they 
drove the Afghan Army out nearly 
a year ago. A month ago, the Rus- 
sians committed their forces in this 
hostile region in an attempt to re- 
store government control. Now out- 
manned and outgunned, the guerril- 
las snipe, sabotage and ambush to 
resist their superior foe. 

The Soviet gunships usually fly in 
pairs high over the valley to avoid 
rebel small-arms fire. Their main

Parties Are Said to Expect New Cold War 

Russia Seen Behind Eurocommunist Split

PARIS (NYT) — A sharpening 
split in relations among European 
Communist panics reflects expecta- 
tions that the Soviet Union is re- 
turning to cold war with the West 
and that Moscow is trying to reas- 
sert its dominion over the whole Eu- 
ropean Communist movement at a 
time of rising East-West tensions. 

Tbe interparty quarrel became 
public this week "with the refusal of 
the Italian. Spanish and Yugoslav 
Communists to attend a meeting of 
European Communist parties here 
late this month. The decision to 
bold the Paris meeting — which is 
being sponsored by the French and 
Polish parties — could only have 
been taken on Moscow's instruc- 
tions. While the Italian Commu- 
nists are trying to maintain their in- 
dependence from Moscow by forg- 
ing wider alliances with other leftist 
parties, the French Communist Par- 
ty has moved conspicuously closer 
to Moscow and the unyielding Sovi- 
et tone. 

The new hard Soviet line, accord- 
ing to European Socialists with 
dose Communist contacts, reflects 
Moscow's preparations for a con- 
"Tontation with the West and the as- 
adency of military-industrial-po- 
e power in the Soviet Union over 
rival proponents of civilian eco- 
nomic development 

This assessment of Soviet devel- 
opments was foreshadowed in a 
conversation between French Com- 
munist leader Georges Marchais 
and Italian Communist leader Enri- 
co Berlinguer in Rome on Jan. 5, 
shortly after the Soviet intervention 
in Afghanistan. Mr. Marchais had 
just returned from a trip to Cuba 
and was to go to Moscow soon aft- 
erward. 

The Frenchmen said that the 
“capitalist and imperialist world” 
was going through a very serious 
crisis that would get worse, accord- 


ing to reports of the conversation 
given by Italian Communists to 
some Western European politicians. 

He told the Italian that what he 
called U.S. imperialism has lost its 
teeth and is not able to react to 
Moscow's moves. In the worldwide 
crisis that is coming, Mr. Marchais 
reportedly said, the French Com- 
munists have chosen their side — in 
effect, Moscow. The main Commu- 
nist enemy, he concluded, is the So- 
cialists and Social Democrats in 
Western Europe. 

Mr. Berlinguer was said to have 
told Mr. Marchais that, while the 
Italian Communists have long been 
critical of the Soviet Union on 
human rights issues, they thought 
up until the intervention in Afghan- 
istan that tbe Soviet Union was es- 
sentially a peaceful power, that 
Moscow did want peace. 

Now. be said, the Italian Com- 
munist Party leadership feels that it 
must reconsider this evaluation, 
that the Russians are as dangerous 
to peace as the Americans. 

Mr. Berlinguer reportedly argued 
that, while he did not think that 
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there is a threat of world war at this 
time, serious U.S.-Soviet confronta- 
tions are liable to flare up in the 
developing world, particularly in' 
the oil-producing states and in Afri- 
ca. 

In this dangerous world situation, 
it was vital for Europeans to uy 
promoting a renewal of detente, 
heading Off clashes and making po- 
litical and disarmament proposals 
to ease tensions, he reportedly said, 
adding that European forces should 
be united to soften East-West fric- 
tions and strengthen the North- 
South dialogue. 

The Italians. Mr. Berlinguer re- 
portedly explained, were seeking to 
achieve these goals through an ef- 
fort to consolidate what they have 
come to call the “Euro-left” — an 
attempt to forge links with the So- 
cialist parties of Western Europe. 
Italian Communists explain this 
campaign as a step toward reuniting 
what they call the workers' move- 
ment — split between Communists 
and Socialists after the Bolshevik 
Revolution. Moscow has always de- 
nounced Social Democrats as 'Com- 
munism’s leading enemy. 

The two leaders’ conversation 
ended in complete opposition of 
evaluation and strategy. 

PlwSorlet Stance 

In contrast to the Italian party’s 
contacts with European Socialists. 
the French Communist Party has 
reverted to a fully pro-Soviet posi- 
tion and again has taken up tbe role 
of chastizing Western parties that 
stray from Moscow’s line — nota- 
bly the Italians for their attempt to 
develop a new strategy. 

The French Communists, who 
criticized the phrase “Eurocam- 
rounist” when they were developing 
an alliance with the I talians have 
now declared themselves “unfail- 
ingly attached to Eurocommunism” 
and taken a swipe at Mr. Berlinguer

ships flew in over the villages, 
dropped bombs and then laid down 
fire from Gatling-type guns capable 
of delivering 6.000 rounds a mmute.

Hie Soviet bombardment of 
Chawki and Diwigal apparently 
was in reprisal for a rebel attack 
launched from these villages a few 
days earlier against an Afcfcaa 
Army unit. According to local f-*bel 
leaders. 20 Afghan troops were 
killed there recently when a battal- 
ion. on its way up the valley, was 
ambushed. Rebels from Diwigal 
joined in the attack. 

In many ways, the ambush and 
subsequent punitive air strike typify 
the struggle for control of the Ko- 
nar Valley. Rebel leaders say that 
small villages are rarely attacked by 
government forces unless some 
rebel activity occurs first. 

This strategy, similar to that used 
by the Americans in Vietnam, is 
aimed at blunting popular support 
for the rebels by punishing the areas 
where they stage attacks. So far, 
however, die Russians are learning 
one more Vietnam lesson the hard 
way. The Soviet attacks appear to 
have stiffened, rather than softened, 
resistance among the tough, inde- 
pendent-minded Afghans who live 
here, in large part because most of 
the rebels are local villagers. 

For the people of the Konar. 
fighting outsiders is nothing raw; 
their experience dates from Alexan- 
der the Great, whom their ancestors 
harassed as he marched his army up 
the vallev 2.300 years ago. 

Because the present foe has supe- 
rior technology, local guerrilla lead- 
ers repeatedly demand weapons

No dunce of Approval 

In January, after the Soviet inter : 
vention in Afghanistan, Mr. Carter 
asked Congress to postpone work 
on the new treaty indefinitely, a re- 
quest that basically acknowledged 
that the pact had no chance for ap- 
proval on Capitol HU in the car- 
rent national mood. 

Yet die administration hax con- 
sistently said it intends to continue 
abiding by the terms of die SALT-2 
pact so long as Moscow does. Hie 
Soviet Union, however, has made 
no similar public statement. And, at 
a joint meeting in Geneva last 
month, the Soviet delegates also de- 
clined to discuss various provisions 


for implementing the treaty, adding 
to concern that Moscow might have 
derided not to be bound by its pro- 
visions. 

Special Interest 

Thus, the new test notifi- 

cation has taken on special interest 
in Washington. Officials say they 
are reluctant to draw too many con- 
durions at tins point, since the noti- 
fication was just given to the State 
Department But one senior official 
called it the first good news about 
SALT in a long time. 

These tests are of a special na- 
ture. In previous arms agreements, 
both countries have provided notice 
of flight tests that cany their long- 
range missiles into target areas in 
remote ocean regions.

DACHAU, West Germany, April 
4 (UP1) — German Gypsy survivors 
of die Nazi gas chambers began a 
hunger strike today in the former" 
concentration camp here to drama- 
tize Gypsy charges of official mal- 
treatment. 

Romani Rose, spokesman of the 
30, 000-member German Gypsy 
community, who lost 13 members 
of his family in Nazi death camps, 
said that the strikers sought an end 
to discrimination and financial 
compensation for Nazi persecution. 

Mr. Rose told a Good Friday in- 
terfaiih service held with Christian 
and Jewish representatives that “the 
authorities should consider our de- 
mands soon to prevent that anyone 
dies again at Dachau.” 

Mr. Rose said that be and the 
other 11 hunger strikers wanted 
Nazi police files on Gypsies de- 
stroyed. He said that the "files, writ- 
ten along the lines of Nazi race phi- 
losophy, were still used by West 
German officials.

Rhodesia Vote Hurts Namibia’s Black- Rule Prospects 

South Africa Slows Down Independence Plan

CAPE TOWN (NYT) — The prospects for 
black majority rule in Namibia, the last colo- 
nial territory in Africa, appear to have 
dimmed after the sweeping victory of Robert 
Mugabe's party in February’s general election 
in Rhodesia. 

Contacts are continuing between South Af- 
rica. ruler of the territory under its colonial 
name of South-West .Africa, .md the United 
Nations, which deems occupation of the re- 
gion by South Africa illegal. But Western dip- 
lomats acting as intermediaries believe (hat 
South Africa will avoid committing itself to 
the UN plan for black rule until it reviews the 
implications of the Rhodesian developments. 

In interviews here, the diplomats expressed 
fears that the delay could stretch out and 
eventually harden into rejection of the plan. 
Although UN officials have used the threat of 
economic sanctions against South .Africa os a 
lever in the negotiations. South .African offi- 
cials are believed to be less concerned than 
previously that the United States. Britain and 
France, three of the nations involved, would 
support sanctions in the UN Securin' Coun- 
cil. 

’No Stomach' 

“After Afghanistan iliey don’: think we’ve 
got the stomach for it,” said one Western en- 
voy. “They may be right.” 

The Soviet intervention in .Afghanistan en- 
couraged some senior South African officials 
to hope that Western powers would be less 


assertive in dealing with rightist regimes such 
as South Africa that act as buffers against 
Soviet encroachment. 

South African officials see implications for 
South-West Africa, where the South-West Af- 
ricj People’s Organization, a blade guerrilla 
group backed by the Soviet Union, is chal- 
lenging a 20.000-man South .African Army. 
Prime Minister P.W. Botha and other minis- 
ters have depicted the guerrilla campaign as 
part of an onslaught by Moscow for control 
of the region's rich mineral resources. 

The immediate issue in the negotiations is 
the UN proposal for a 62-mile de militarize d 
zone straddling South-West Africa's northern 
border with Angola and Zambia. The zone is 
designed to ease South African fears that the 
guerrillas would infiltrate the territory from 
Angolan bases to intimidate voters during a 
cease-fire. The concern was heightened by 
allegations during the Rhodesian election 
that Mugabe guerrillas defied the cease-fire 
there to intimidate voters during tbe general 
elections. 

Under the UN plan, fighting between 
South .African troops and the guerrillas would 
halt while UN and South African officials or- 
ganized a general election among the territo- 
ry's 900.000 inhabitants, 90 percent of whom 
are black. The new government would 
the territory to independence. 

The plan is similar to the arrangements 
that led to the election of the Mugabe govern- 


ment, with the difference tha t monitoring of 
the cease-fire and control of the elections 
would be entrusted to the United Nations in- 
stead of Britain. South Africa regards the 
United Nations with suspicion, for its past 
support of the guerrillas and its action input- 
ting South Africa out of tbe General Assem-

These reservations have been a major fac- 
tor in dragging otu negotiations over Nami- 
bia that began mare than three years ago. The 
hesitation of the Botha government has been 
compounded by flic Rhodesian election, 
where Mr. Mugabe, considered the most radi- 
cal of the black contenders for power, scored 
a runaway victory over the candidate favored 
by South Africa and Rhodesia's whites.

Through its majority in. the National -As- 
sembly installed by South Africa last year, 
the all i a nc e has ^xmsored a modest program ' 
of racial reform, including integration of pub- 
lic facilities. However, swifter progress has 
been blocked by ri g htist whites, w>n«ing in- 
creasing resentment on the part of the blacks. 

Like Mr. Mugabe, Mr. Nqjoma has called 
himself a Marxist and has vowed to join other 
Wade states in Southern Africa m a c ommon 
front against white rule in South Africa. He

COLOGNE March 4 (AP) — A 
59-year-old former SS member who 
was sentenced to prison for his role 
in deporting thousands of French 
Jews to death camps was freed yes- 
terday pending an appeal after 
townspeople raised money for his 
bail. 

The Cologne state court ap- 
proved the release of Ernst Hein- 
richsohn. who was sentenced last 
month to six years imprisonment, 
after his attorney posted a SI 13,000 
bond. Ten prominent citizens from 
the Bavarian village of Buergstadt 
raised the bail money, officials said. 

Heinrichsohn had served as may- 
or or the town until his conviction 
last month on Lhe war crimes 
charge. But the court turned down a 
petition from Heinrichsohn’s co-de- 
fendants.

U.S. Aide, Saudis Confer 
On Oil Market’s Stability

RIYADH. Saudi Arabia. March 4 
(.NYT) — Secretary of Energy 

Charles Duncan Jr. conferred yes- 
terday with Saudi Arabian officials 
on the U.S. strategic petroleum re- 
serve and American efforts to re- 
turn stability to the international oil 
markets. 

A spokesman . for Mr. Duncan 
said that the U.S. delegation also 
discussed, as part of a “larger dia- 
logue" with several oil producers, 
the prospects for oil prices in the 
next few months. He said that no 
agreement was reached on the U.S. 
oil reserve and that the Saudis com- 
mitted them selves only to work 
with the United Slates on returning 
stability to the markets. 

Mr. Duncan, who wiU return to 
Washington today, did not ask the 
Saudis to maintain their oil produc- 
tion at the current level of 9.5 mil- 
lion barrels a day, the spokesman 
said. The Saudis raised production 
by a million barrels a day in July in 
response to U-S. requests and in an 
effort to compensate for a large 
drop in Iranian oil exports. 

The spokesman said that the 
question of Saudi ml production 
was discussed only “in the context 
of a general dialogue on the issue of 
equilibrium.'' 

Mr. Duncan met last night with 
Crown Prince Fahd, who is tbe first 
deputy premier. During his three- 
day visit, he held meetings also with 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani. the oil 
minis l er. and Sheikh Mohammed 
Abalkhafl. the finance minister. 
U.S. diplomats here said that the 
visit was designed to familiarize Mr. 
Duncan with Saudi views on ener- 
gy- 

U.S. sources in Mr. Duncan's del- 
egation said that the Saudis empha- 
sized “their concern about domestic 
pressures in this country to reduce 
oil production." Several senior Sau- 
di government officials have been 
saying that oil production the king- 
dom must return to the ceiling of

8.5 million barrels a day, and a sen- 
ior Saudi policy-maker recently said 
that the nation would lower the ceil- 
ing “sometime this year." 

Strategic Reserve 

The US. sources denied that Mr. 
Duncan had asked the Saudis to 
continue their current production 
level to help the United States fill 
its strategic oil reserve, which now 
stands at 91.7 million barrels. 

President Carter has said that the 
reserves would not be filled if the 
U.S. program would adversely af- 
fect oil prices. Members of the Or- 
ganization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries, including Saudi Arabia, 
have warned repeatedly that U.S. 
attempts to fill a strategic reserve 
could result in production cutbacks 
and great pressures on the supply of 
oiL in turn yielding sharp rises in 
crude oil prices. 

Algeria Doubles Gas Price 

NEW YORK. March 4 (AP-DJ) 
— Algeria doubled the price of nat- 
ural gas it ships to france to $6 a 
LOCK) cubic feet, Sonatrach, the na- 
tional oil and gas organization an- 
nounced. 

Sonatrach said that its gas price 
increase reflects a move to align it 
with that or crude oil. The $6 price 
for gas is equivalent to $36 a barrel 
for oil. Algerian crude sells for 
$37.21 a barrel. 


Nigerian Agreement 

ESSEN, West Germany, March 4 
(AP-DJ) — Bonny LNG. LuL. a Ni- 
gerian company jointly held by the 
Nigerian National Petroleum Corp- 
and five European and U.S. energy 
companies, has agreed to sell 8 bil- 
lion cubic meters of liquefied natu- 
ral gas per year for 20 years to a 
group of seven European gas com- 
panies. the West German firm 
Ruhrgas AG announced. 


New House Bill Would End 
Taxing of Citizens Abroad

WASHINGTON, March 4 (IHT) 
— Legislation to eliminate U.S. tax- 
ation of Americans overseas has 
been introduced in the latest mani- 
festation of the growing drive to 
ease the tax burden of citizens 
abroad. 

The measure, introduced Friday 
by Rep. William Alexander. D- 
Ark„ head of the House export 
caucus, would exclude from U.S. 
taxation the earned income of 
Americans who are bonafide resi- 
dents of other nations. It is identical 
to bills put forward by Sen. Roger 
Jepsen. R-lowa, on Feb. 20. and by 
Rep. Bill Frenzel. R-Minn_ late last 
year. On Feb. 25, Rep. James Jones. 
D-Okla^ a key member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, agreed to 
co-sponsor the Frenzel bill. 

In addition. Senate Finance 
Committee Chairman Russell Long, 
D-La., last week promised bis sup- 
port for significant changes in the 
1978 Foreign Earned Income Act 
and Chairman Al Uiltnan. D-Ore.. 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, said that he intends to 
bold hearings on the issue within 
two months. 

Rep. Ullman has expressed deep 
concern that the tax laws were caus- 
ing “a significant retraction'' in the 
number of Americans abroad, while 
Sen. Long expressed the feeling that 
“Americans overseas shouldn't be 
taxed anyway.” 

Integral Part of Policy 

Last Wednesday. Rep. Alexan- 
der, at an export caucus meeting, 
characterized U.S. citizens abroad 
as “an integral part of an aggressive 
export policy." He added that 
changes in the tax law were neces- 
sary because “we have to have peo- 
ple in lhe field to take care of our 
interests." 

Tbe linkage of taxation and ex- 
ports. which are needed to offset 
the ever-rising price of imported oil. 
reduce the balance of payments def- 
icit and restore the strength of the 
dollar, seems to underlie the resur- 
gence of sentiment to ease the tax 
burden on Americans abroad. 

Earlier this year. Sen. John 
Chafee, R-R.I., m traduced a mea- 


sure that would replace the current 
law with an income exclusion and a 
deduction for excess housing costs. 
This approach was supported by 
Sen. Lloyd Benlsen. D-Tex., Reps. 
Barber Conable. R-N.Y. and Rob- 
ert McClorey, R-I1L. who reported- 
ly are draft ing. similar legislation. 

Each lawmaker referred to the 
adverse effects of the tax laws on 
exports as the basis for his concern. 

The President's Export Council 
supported the Chafee approach for 
the short term but in a letter to 
President Carter last December, it 
recommended eventual elimination 
of taxation on citizens abroad. The 
council cited the harmful effects of 
the tax laws on trade. 

Report Rejected 

The council reiterated its stand 
last Wednesday in rejecting a Jan. 
20 administration report to Con- 
gress that said there was not enough 
“conclusive evidence" to determine 
the effect of tax laws on the com- 
petitive positions of Americans 
abroad compared with their foreign 
counterparts. The report, drawn up 
by the Treasury, urged that any 
changes in cite law be delayed until 
data on the workings or the 1978 
tax act could be assessed. 

However, Maurice Sonnenberg. 
an international consultant and a 
member of the council, strongly 
disagreed. He said that a recent trip 
to Europe had convinced him of the 
severity of the situation. 

The administration report also 
drew strong criticism from Andrew 
Sun d berg, an official of American 
Citizens Abroad, a Geneva-based 
organization, and from Robert 
Gants, director of the Tax Fairness 
Committee, a lobbying arm of the 
construction and engineering indus- 
try. 

Mr. Sundberg called the report a 
“silly answer to the wrong ques- 
tion” and said there was no such 
thing as “conclusive evidence." 

Mr. Gants referred to “hopelessly 
silly and naive” observations in the 
report and added that “there is am- 
ple evidence that current tax prac- 1 
tices place us at a tremendous com- 
petitive disadvantage.”

Boy Abducted by Convict 
Back in California Home

URIAH, Calif, March 4 CAP) — 
Kenneth Parnell, a lonely former 
convict who police said apparently 
formed a small family for himself 
by kidnapping children, was being 
arraigned today as authorities stud- 
ied the possibility that he had an 
accomplice in Lhe' abduction of a 7- 
y ear-old boy, Steven Stayner, seven 
years ago. 

• Parnell was convicted on lewd 
conduct charges in connection with 
the abduction of an 8-year-old boy 
in Bakersfield, Calif., in 1951 and 
served three years in San Quentin 
Prison. 

Police said there was no evidence 
that either Steven, who is now 14. 
or a 5-year-old child that Parnell is 
alleged to have kidnapped this 
month, had been sexually molested. 

Seven Years 

Meanwhile, Steven, who lived 
with the quiet hotel clerk for seven 
years before turning up over the 
weekend with a second abduction 
victim, was getting to know his fam- 
ily again. 

He said he was “sort of nervous” 
at the reunion with his parents and 
siblings — two brothers and two sis- 
ters. “It's the greatest thing that has 
ever hap pen aL" said his father, 
Delbert. 

Kay Stayner. the boy's mother, 
said that the family never moved 
from their modest home in Merced, 
about 200 miles southeast of here, 
because they were “waiting for Ste- 
ven to return.” 

Steven told reporters that he had 
been thinking of leaving Parnell for 
two years, and some officials specu-

lated that he did not return earlier 
because he had grown fond of his 
abductor — even calling him “dad” 
— and that he did not want to get 
Parnell in trouble. 

“Apparently lhe man was kind to 
him and treated him decently,” said 
Mendocino County District Attor- 
ney Joe Allen. “At some point, be 
decided to stick with what he had.” 

Parnell. 48. has been charged 
with the Feb. 14 kidnapping of 
Timothy Lee White, 5, of Ukiah, 
and is being held on $7,000 bond. 
He expressed eagerness today about 
appearing before Justice James Lu- 
ther in Ukiah Justice Court. 

On Saturday. Timothy Lee White 
hitchhiked to freedom with Steven, 
who was abducted in 1972 on his 
way home from school and who 
said that he was later told that he 
had been adopted. Steven said that 
he had helped free the younger 
child. 

“He realized it was nol good for 
Timmy to be there” Mr. Allen said, 
“and arranged to get Timmy safety 
returned to Ukiah despite the fan 
that in the process he was going to 
destroy the only world he had ever 
known in seven years.” 

“He knew it would mean the ar- 
rest of the man who became a foster 
parent, if you will,” Mr. Allen said. 
“It seemed he wanted to build a 
family for himself without going to 
the trouble of getting married " 

ParaeU, described as a quiet, 
hard-working man, never molested 
or mistreated the boys, police said. 
He lived with them in a one-room 
shack with no electricity about 20 
miles from Ukiah.

BONN. March 4 (NYT) — Chan- 
cellor Helmut Schmidt left today 
for talks in Washington with Presi- 
dent Carter on Afghanistan that 
one of the chancellor's closest asso- 
ciates described as the most sensi- 
tive and important U-S.-West Ger- 
man conversations in the ax years 
that Mr. Schmidt has held office. 

Tbe sensitivity is great because 
Mr. Schmidt’s mission has a built-in 
conflict: He wonts to remove Amer- 
ican doubts about West German 
solidarity in a tense international 
situation, but he also wants to win 
undemanding for what West Ger- 
many believes is its necessarily dif- 
ferent position toward the Soviet 
Union. 

Closer Positions 

The visit also has particular sig- 
nificance for the chancellor since it 
occurs in a German election year 
and it will focus West German pub- 
lic opinion on the state of German- 
American relations. A suggestion 
that the relations have seriously de- 
teriorated, or the United States had 
diminished confidence in the chan- 
cellor would be a major gain for his 
opponent, Franz Josa Strauss, who 
will meet with President Carter in 
Washington next week. 

Although the West German and 
American positions have 'moved 
closer together in the last fortnight, 
with the chancellor now saying that 
West Germany is willing to go 
along with possible export restric- 
tions on strategic roods to the Sovi- 
et Union if other Western allies do 
tbe same, there are enough possible 
problem areas that the aide to the 
chancellor expressed an edge of 
trepidation about the talks with the 
president. 

The aide said Hans-Juergen 
Wischnewski, deputy chairman of 
the Social Democratic party and a 
troubleshooter for the chancellor, 
returned to Bonn from a trip to 
Washington last wed: with the im- 
pression that Mr. Schmidt might be 
asked to take action to restrict what 
was referred to as “normal trade” 
with the Soviet Union. 

The aide said that some specific 
contracts, and the government’s 
policy of offering guarantees on pri- 
vate loans given to firms exporting 
to the Soviet Union were matters 
that could be discussed, but that 
West Germany wanted to continue 
the trade that it has developed with 
the Russians.

(NYT) — Premier Khieu Samphan 
rose from an amply laden banquet 
table and motioned to his ministers 
to follow. 

Apologizing to his guests, a group 
oF journalists, the political chief of 
the ousted Cambodian government 
explained that he would nave to rise 
early lo set out for another part of 
“Democratic Kampuchea." the 
name his regime gave to Cambodia 
before it was driven into the jungle 
by the Vietnamese Army.

In addition, he said, 
“traditional weapons" like arrows 
and pungj sticks — sharpened bam- 
boo poles placed in large leaf-cov- 
ered holes in the ground — were 
employed, as well as booby traps. 

In the village and at a military 
post, soldiers and children were at 
work whittling bamboo to a fine 
point with homemade knives and 
stacking large quantities of the 
weapons. 

Women worked in vegetable 
patches, but all the food in storage 
came from international relief 
sources, who deliver rice, salt and 
other basic foodstuffs along (he 
Thai-Cambodian border in the hope 
that it goes only to civilians. 

Sihanouk Claims 
U.S. Raids Mostly 
Slew Cambodians 

LOS ANGELES, March 4 (UPI) 
— Cambodian Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk, campaigning for U.S. 
support in recapturing his country, 
says U.S. bombing raids on Cambo- 
dia during the Vietnam war killed 
more Cambodians than Viet- 
namese. 

Prince Sihanouk, who was de- 
posed in 1970 by army commander 
Lon Noi. is on a four-day southern 
California speaking tour to promote 
a Cambodian nationalist “war of 
liberation" to oust the Vietnamese- 
backed regime of Heng Samrin. 

Before addressing a meeting of 
the Los Angeles World Affairs 
Council yesterday, Prince Sihanouk 
was asked if he regretted his deci- 
sion during the Vietnam war to al- 
low then President Richard Nixon 
to order bombers over Cambodia to 
attack suspected Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese strongholds. 

"I could not avoid the United 
Stales’ involvement against the Viet 
Cong, since the North Vietnamese 
Army, the Viet Cong and the Unit- 
ed States were at war," Prince 
Sihanouk said. 

“I requested my American 
friends to avoid the bombing of 
Cambodia because more Cambodi- 
ans could be killed," be added. “In 
fact, the bombing killed more Cam- 
bodians than Vietnamese- Every- 
body makes mistakes. I do not 
blame America."

EPA Finds Air in Peking 
Is Dangerously Polluted

PEKING (LAT) — The U.S. En- exchanges of information and per- 


viron mental Protection Agency has 
found that the haze that constantly 
hangs over Peking contains concen- 
trations of air pollutants six limes 
higher than the level considered 
safe for human beings. 

A spot check conducted by an 
EPA delegation that visited here 
last month showed that even on a 
relatively clear day. Peking’s air 
measured 1 50 microns of particu- 
lates per cubic meter, the U.S. Em- 
bassy said. 

Measurements 

The EPA considers 25 microns 
per cubic meter safe, the embassy 
reported in a staff memorandum. It 
noted that readings in Washington 
rarely measured above 60 microns.

47 Die in Lagos 
In Police Van 

LAGOS, March 4 (AP) — Forty- 
seven of the 68 prisoners in a police 
van suffocated on their way to pris- 
on, police here said today. 

They said seven other persons 
were found unconscious among the 
21 survivors of the journey from Sl 
A nna Magistrate's Court in Lagos 
to Ikoyi Prison. 

The News Agency of Nigeria 
quoted police sources as saying the 
deaths were discovered when the 
van arrived at the prison and the 
door was opened. It said all 68 had 
been arrested in Lagos in police 
raids to “rid the city of undesirable 
elements, destitutes and those with- 
out visible means of livelihood.” 
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sonnel. Stephen Gage, a scientist in

It was believed to have been the 
first time American scientists had 
been able to take such measure- 
ments in Peking.

are. . .pervasive." 

Chinese environmental specialists 
told the delegation that they expect- 
ed the air to deteriorate Further dur- 
ing the current, modernization drive 
because of Peking's reliance on low- 
quality coal for energy, the memo 
added. 

Although China requires pollu- 
tion abatement equipment in new 
industrial plants, only about half of 
the existing plants have been fitted 
with such equipment, the official 
press here has reported. 

Coal is widely used throughout 
northern China for cooking. Peking 
and other major cities are convert- 
ing slowly to natural gas. 

The memo sent to the embassy's 
chief administrative officer said 
that the EPA data should be kept 
on hand “for the next time you have 
to justify our hardship differential.” 
State Department officers here 
receive hardship bonuses of 20 per- 
cent or their annual salary' because 
of poor living conditions. 

Murdoch to Buy Cue 
As Insert to New York 

NEW YORK, March 4 (UPI) — 
Publisher Rupert Murdoch will buy 
Cue-New York magazine for $5 
million and fold the biweekly into 
his New York magazine under a 
purchase agreement announced yes- 
terday. 

The takeover of Cue by Mr. Mur- 
doch. who also is publisher of New 
West magazine, the New York Post 
and several other U.S. newspapers, 
gives him a clear field in (he New 
York market for publications stress- 
ing entertainment, the arts and din- 
ing. Edward Kosner. former editor 
of Newsweek magazine and since 
January a vice president of CBS 
Publishing, was named editor of 
New York magazine last week and 
is expected to retain that title in the 
combination of Cue and New York.

Brussels Fair Turns 25

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B russels , March 4 rinri — 

Brussels, antiques dealers are 
celebrating their mass silver anni- 
versary with the 2Sth Antiques Fair, 
at the Palais des Beaux-Arts 
through Match 1 1 . There are 42 ex- 
hibitors, all members of the official 
antique dealers association of Belgi- 
um. spread over an area of 2.500 
square meters. 

Stands are dressed for company, 
some set like small stages to show 
off prize pieces, others aiming at a 
gracious home effect. Clocks chime 
melodiously irrespective of the 
hour, old masters bloom like rare 
orchids on partition walls, silver 
gleams from somber corners. 

Twenty-five years ago only a 
score of dealers gathered for the 
first fair, held on an underground 
level of the Gaieties Louise by the 
association (then named the Syndi- 
cate of Fine Arts, and Curiosities). 
Modeled on the Grosvenor House 
Antiques Fair in London and the 
big- Delft Fair in the Netherlands, 
the Brussels one did not aspire to 
equal, only to emulate. 

It had a big success on a small 
scale; and the fair decided to set op 
for a full month in 1958. but only a

1958 failed no one knew; but ever 
since the fair has leaped ahead, and 
now it lakes every inch of space to 
cope with visitors. 

Robert Finck of Brussels has 
been dealing in old paintings for 
well over 25 years, taking on hi* fa- 
ther's business. “Now my niece. 
Odette Finck, has set up on her 
own. also in old master works, and 1 
must say I'm impressed. She's doing 
well.” He seems faintly surprised. 

Mr. Finck is proud of having ob- 
tained an original Pieter Bruegel the 
Elder at an auction in London, re- 
selling it to Brussels Town Hall. 
“For all the profit I made I would 
have done belter investing the mon- 
ey. But it amused me and 1 am de- 
lighted we have another Bruegel 
back in Belgium.” 

The antiques., curiosities and art 
objects are all on display at the 
Palais des Beaux-Arts. with i is cen- 
tral rotunda beneath the Horta 
chandelier converted into an entire 
Art Deco environment- The build- 
ing itself, designed by Victor Horta, 
Belgium’s celebrated Art Nouveau 
architect, was built 51 years ago, 
halfway to the accepted definition 
of an antique as 100 years old.

Tea for None: The Case of the Missing Samovars

M OSCOW (WP) — With little 
advance warning, three great 
Russian traditions — samovars, 
shoddiness, and shortage — have 
collided here, bringing woe to 
shoppers and planners and work for 
the police. 

The cause seems to be that some- 
where in the rush to develop social- 
ism. Soviet planners misplaced the 
samovar, sturdy talisman of Rus- 
sian hospitality through the centu- 
ries. Even the editors of the authori- 
tative Great Soviet Encyclopedia 
have taken it so much for granted 
that there is no entry for samovar. 


For the record, this cheerful ob- 
ject is a portable water heater used 
to make tea. Heat from pine cone or 
charcoal fuel in a grate at the bot- 
tom rises through a metal tube, 
warming water in an urnlike reser- 
voir, usually of brass. Atop the met- 
al chimney sits a small teapot with 
strong tea. which is diluted in a 
teacup with water decanted by an 
ornamental petcock in the urn. 

Pre-revolutionary samovars, care- 
fully bearing the maker’s sign, fetch 
high prices in the West and are col- 
lector's items here. Foreign corre- 
spondents in Afghanistan covering 
the Russian invasion have spotted 
Soviets busily shopping Kabul’s ba-

zaars for old Russian samovars or 
Afghan copies to lake home. 

This is because it is almost im- 
possible to find a good Russian- 
made samovar in shops here. Mod- 
em plug-in electric models are of 
poor quality, shunned by shoppers 
despite the fact that no Russian 
home is really complete without its 
samovar. 

Recently, according to the Com- 
munist Party newspaper Pravda, of- 
ficials have found that samovars 
can be a good antidote to low mo- 
rale and drinking among factory 

workers.

Counting the Person in Column One

N EW YORK (NYT) — The 
1980 census will be the first 
to have pretested its words. (“Pre- 
tested" is silly, as is “prerecorded"; 
kill the redundant “pre.”) The 
phrasing of the questionnaire was 
tested four years ago in a National 
Content Test on 28,000 households 
to discover what would be most un- 
derstandable and inoffensive. 

“Head of household." that main- 
stay of previous national nose 
counts, has been beheaded. “The 
unfortunate assumption in the 1970 
census,” said Arthur Norton, chief 
of the Census Bureau's branch of 
Marriage and the Family, “was that 
die 'head of household' was male.” 
Instead, lhe former h-of-h is now re- 
ferred to as “Person in Column 
One,” defined cautiously in the 
questionnaire as the household 
member “in whose name the home 
is owned or rented." If the lease or 
title is signed jointly, the Census 
Bureau caves in quickly to avoid a 
fight, pleading with “any adult 
household member” to pose as the 
Person in Column One (let’s call the 
boss PICO). 

The Person in Column Two, 
which is what domineering women 
will be calling their henpecked 
spouses from now on, is asked 
about his-her relationship to PICO. 
“Husband-wife” or “son-daughter” 
offer easy choices, but one category 
is sensitive: the person with whom 
PICO is sharing bed and board in 
an unmarried state. Walter Cronk- 
ite, reporting on the Lee Marvin 
case, called such pa rumouring “a 
live-in relationship”; writer Jane 
Otten reviewed many of the possi- 
bilities in a Newsweek piece titled 
“Living in Syntax”; cohabitor. 
friend, fiance, lover, consort, com- 
panion, swain, suitor and mate.

Eventually, his samovar sins were 
uncovered, the paper reported, and 
the lax rail workers also tracked 
down for shipping air across the 
country. Shiltsov got 10 years in 
prison' for his troubles, but there 
still aren’t enough samovars in Si- 
beria. 


The Particulars on the Paris 'Biennale’

P ARIS. March 4 (IHT) — For some, it was a typical 
case of the backward attitude of the French. For 
others, it was a slap in the face of designer Pierre Car- 
din. 

In any case; the Biennale des Particuliers. on which 
its promoters had reportedly spent 3 million francs in 
publicity, did not take place at Espace Pierre Cardin 
but quarters formerly occupied by a specialty store, 
Jones, at 39 Avenue Victor-Hugo. 

The Biennale des Particuliers, which opened last 
night for a month’s ran, is an idea dreamed up by a 
group of European financiers to have individuals sell 
their antiques on a private basis. WeU. private up to a 
point. For the customers have' to rent space from the 
organizers, who claim it still is much cheaper than 
dealing with auctioneers. 

The Biennale des Particuliers (a name patterned af- 
ter the Biennale des Antiquaires, a yearly sale held by 
regular antique dealers) is itself an extension of An 
Depot, which was founded by the same people more 
than two years ago. The depot is on Rue des Rosiers 
and anybody who wants to get rid of bric-a-brac drops 
it there, sets a price and hopes for the best. 


But while the Rue des Rosiers deals with junk or 
serai-junk (prices range from 500 francs to 25,000) the 
Biennale, say the organizers, is a SID-million show with 
a thousand “choice" objects, including a Van Dyck 
portrait of the Marquis de Spinola. valued at 1.5 mil- 
lion francs. 

Financier Renaud Paquin said the group had spent 
considerable time and money to have the show at the 
Espace Cardin, with appropriate black tie brouhaha. 
Unfortunately, it seems that Cardin was unable to get 
legal approval to hold the show there, and Paquin 
" claimed to see the antique dealers b ehin d this. 

“The French have never liked competition, an open 
market. They hate new ideas. The antique dealers look 
at us as dangerous competition, while 1 claim there's 
room for everybody,” Paquin said. 

Cardin, whose name is on the program, came to the 
opening anyway. 

But auctioneer Guy Laudmer thought there was re- 
ally no reason to fret and that die whole idea was a 
pipe dream anyway. 

“The first to profit by that idea will be us, profes- 
sionals, because well get there first and well be able to 
spot right away the objects that are not being sold at 
their real value,” he said.

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Mandate for Mugabe 


In Rhodesia's remarkable run to legitimacy 
there has been a surprise on every lap. When 
Lord Carrington organized the Lancaster 
House talks, the journalists' morning line 
gave them six weeks at best, ending, needless 
to say. in failure. When they passed the six- 
week mark, almost everyone doubted that 
the British government, the Muzorewa gov- 
ernment and the Patriotic From would be 
able to agree on a constitution. Once they 
had agreed, the best-informed observers said 
the hardest hurdle was still to come — ar- 
ranging elections that would be nonviolent 
and widely regarded as fair. Lord Carring- 
ton. it was said, had worked a miracle. 
Wasn't it asking too much of Lord Soames to 
work another? 

* * * 

Now the elections have been held. There 
was violence, but not enough to prevent 93 
percent of the black electorate from voting. 
And from all accounts and by most reason- 
able standards, the election was fair. Now, 
the argument runs, the country is still awash 
with weapons and disgruntled blacks and 
whites who know how to use them. The pro- 
phets of doom are predicting civil war. But 
there aren't as many of them anymore. With 
ail the surprises and miracles, it's no wonder 
their ranks are dwindling. 

The British and other Western govern- 
ments are concerned that the winner of the 
election, with an unexpected clear majority, 
was Robert Mugabe, a Marxist. Although it 
was thought that Mugabe would get more 
votes than any other candidate, he was not 
expected to win a majority. But the fact that 
his party has won 57 of the 100 seats in Par- 
liament is probably a blessing. It saved Lord 
Soames from having to name someone to 
form a coalition government, which could 
have turned into a long and bloody process. 
It also gives Mugabe a clear mandate to 
govern, an important advantage in dealing 
with the myriad problems he will face. 


Mr. Mugabe deserves credit for his states- 
manlike conduct. He controlled his guerrilla 
army about as well as could have been ex- 
pected. he responded coolly to provocations 
including attempts on his life, he has asked 
Lord Soames to stay on and help safeguard 
the peace and he has asked the rival parties 
of Joshua 'Nkomo and Ian Smith — that’s 
right Ian Smith — to join his government 
although his victory margin made it unneces- 
sary. Bishop Abel Muzorewa, whose party 
won only three seats, has been left out. Lord 
Soames deserves credit for wielding his pow- 
ers with subtlety and intelligence in a highly 
risky situation. Mr. Nkomo appears to have 
accepted his loss gracefully and has agreed to 
serve in Mr. Mugabe’s Cabinet He, too, de- 
serves credit. So does Mr. Smith, who has 
agreed to cooperate with Mr. Mugabe, and 
Gen. Peter Walls, who has pledged that his 
forces will respect the authority of the legiti- 
mately elected government. 

* * * 

As for the problems, Mr. Mugabe will have 
the most to say about how they will be han- 
dled. He plans to conduct a major land re- 
form program. How he does it will determine 
how many and which white Rhodesians leave 
the country. It will also have a major impact 
on the economy of this largely agricultural 
land. His efforts on behalf of South African 
black nationalists will determine his relation- 
ship with his powerful white-ruled neighbor 
and to a certain extent with black African 
countries, too. No one is certain how strong 
his ties are going to be with the Soviet Union. 

* * * 

There is no doubt, however, that he has 
earned the right to try to cope with his coun- 
try’s problems. And until he has proved that 
his methods and goals are inconsistent with 
Western interests, it would serve those inter- 
ests to offer him a measure of support

A Ford in Their Future? 


Former President Ford does not have a 
compulsive urge to return to the White 
House, he says. Mr. Ford was quoted as say- 
ing in The New York Times over the week- 
end, “I don’t have that insatiable appetite of 
a lot of politicians, that I want to be presi- 
dent just because of the power and the pres- 
tige and all that stuff." But do not count Mr. 
Ford completely out of the 1980 race quite 
yet. because he has also said: “If there was 
an honest-to-goodness bona fide urging by a 
broad-based group in my party, I would re- 
spond." 

* * * 

But wait — there are problems. Mr. Ford, 
or any broad-based party group that wishes 
to urge him to run, must first confront the 
reality of the calendar. The Republicans, this 
year, will hold a total of 35 primaries to se- 
lect delegates to their national convention in 
Detroit next July. So far, Mr. Ford's name 
has been placed on only one ballot — Mary- 
land's. But the filing dates have already 
passed in 21 other primaries, and he is not in 
any of them. This very week, the filing dates 
will pass in Mr. Ford’s native state of Michi- 
gan and in Indiana, Tennessee and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. No longer available to the 
former president, even if he were to enter the 
race today, would be delegates from any of 
the following states: Michigan. Illinois, New 
York. Pennsylvania, California. Texas. In 
fact, after the April 1 decision date to which 
Mr. Ford alluded in his interview, only three 
primaries — Nevada, Kentucky and Missis- 
sippi — will not have been closed. 

The delegate numbers are even more 
discouraging for any such late entrant. There 
are 460 delegates in the primaries whose fil- 
ing dates have not passed. The 1980 Republi- 
can presidential nominee will need 998 dele- 
gate votes. So the remainder would have to 


come from the columns of some of die other 
candidates, excepting former California Gov. 
Ronald Reagan. 

Mr. Reagan was all but written off by Mr. 
Ford when the former president said to The 
Times: “A very conservative Republican 
can’t win in a national election’’ — and then 
proceeded to identify Mr. Reagan as fitting 
the definition. So Mr. Ford can hardly expect 
encouragement from Mr. Reagan or his sup- 
porters. And the snapping back that started 
on Monday was no surprise. The same will 
probably be the case with Sen. Howard 
Baker and George Bush, both of whom are 
striving mightily to emerge as the principal 
alternative to Mr. Reagan. Mr. Bush’s fol- 
lowers would likely be especially affronted 
by Mr. Ford’s new availability statement 
The former president ignored the Bush victo- 
ries in Iowa and Puerto Rico — as well as his 
dead-heat finish with Mr. Reagan in Minne- 
sota — and mentioned only the Bush defeat 
in New Hampshire. 

* * * 

The point is that if Mr. Ford gets into the 
race as Viable Alternative, it is bound to get 
pretty mean. It probably would be a very ar- 
duous and inhospitable field Gerald Ford 
would be entering. And then there is the 
problem of raising the money and finding the 
staff at this relatively late date. Moreover, 
these great nostalgic urgings that a candidate 
come in to save a party from its current crop 
of contenders have a way of just turning the 
late entrant into yet another object of his 
party's discontent They don’t keep that sup- 
port or rescuer image once they are in the 
struggle themselves. So Mr. Ford, as of to- 
day. looks like a very, very long shot. But 
then — we of course hasten to add — so did 
Jimmy Carter, only four months ago.

WASHINGTON — Psychoanalysis of enthusias- 
tic. rock-ribbed Drys shows that they are not 
only fanatics, but. as total abstainers, they often 
have “some very interesting secret vices," ac- 
cording to Dr. Stewart Paion, noted psychiatrist 
or Johns Hopkins University, who concluded the 
Weis’ case in the Prohibition repeal hearing be- 
fore a spellbound House Judiciary Committee 
today.

W ASHINGTON — Somewhere 
between the 1 8th and the 
80th analysis of New Hampshire 
last week. 1 had a terrible revela- 
tion. It is that we in the United 
States give over approximately 20 
months of every four years to ex- 

J ilaining to each other why our po- 
itical predictions of the day before 
were wrong. But this is not the terri- 
ble pan. The terrible pan is that, 
these explanations and postmortem 
accounts tend to be, if anything, 
even less plausible than the failed 
predictions they are meant to ex- 
plain. It's not just that people don't 
do what we assume they will — it’s 
worse: They don't not do it for the 
reasons that we cite the rooming af- 
ter. This, of course, guarantees the 
next set of failed predictions, and 
ensures that political analysis will 
thrive. 

We are in the presence here of 
something more considerable, even 
eternal, than the 1980 Kennedy- 
Reagan will win, will lose, will win. 
wall lose thing. Go Id water was too 
marginal to be nominated in 1964; 
Nixon by 1967-68 was finished; 
McGovern was too radical in 1972. 
just as Carter was too obscure, too 
nobody in 1976. We are forever 
surprised, but even so, never at a 
loss for an over-lhe-shoulder insight 
into where we went wrong. These 
insights have an average durability 
of an hour and 20 minutes. 

With Romance? 

The debates: The “we’’ 1 am so 
casually throwing around is meant 
to be generously inclusive. It takes 
in the pollsters and the polled, the 
candidates and the voters, the pro- 
fessional pois and the bystanders 
and — yes — prominently, the 
press. For although we journalists 
cover these episodes in swarms and 
report them to death, it is so rare 
for us to call them right that the Tew 
who do become legends in their 
own time. Four years later, we will 
still talk about the fellow who called 
Iowa for Carter in *76. the way boo- 
zy old trade unionists might sing. “1 
dreamed 1 saw Joe Hill last night" 
— reverently, with romance. 

Why is this? Primarily, I think, 
because all of us — press and politi- 
cians and voters — insist on compli- 
cating the process unnecessarily 
and trusting everything but the evi- 
dence of our senses and the strong 
beat of our own impulses. You and 
I understand — the shared confi- 
dences go — but they (all the oth- 
ers) don’L 

It is interesting to me in this con- 
nection that 1 have (1) never seen a 
political debate in which there was 
not, self-evidently, a “winner," and 
(2) never seen one in which the ao 
cumulated wisdom after the event 
did not hold that “no one won.” (It 
was. as I recollect, the Wall Street 
Journal that broke through this dec- 
orous hypocrisy after the first de- 
bate in I960 and said that far from 
there having been no winner and no 
loser, Kennedy had skunked Nixon

and everyone knew it.) In this year's 
Manchester debate, George Bush 
looked tinny and Reagan looked 
pretty good. You knew it. and I 
knew it, but we figured they didn’t. 
So there was “no winner." 

No Trust 

Not trusting our own observa- 
tions. we incline to elaborate theat- 
rical theories instead. We turn these 
contests into second-rate screen- 
plays, assigning everyone a part. 
Here the candidates themselves add 
immensely to the illusion on which 
assumptions are then based. They 
talk about themselves as if they 
were someone else. “We’re trying to 
figure out if 2 have to get more on 
the offensive or what,” George 
Bush vouchsafed to the press after 
New Hampshire, even as Howard 
Baker was saying that since Bush 
would have to regain “momentum" 
and Reagan wear “his new front- 
runner crown,” he. Baker, would 
have to play “the role that is left to 
me ... to be the voice of calm 
and reason.” 

When the candidates themselves 
regard the performance as a kind of 
fiction, a fabrication of motives and 
results, it then becomes one. Surely, 
Kennedy conveys and element of 
this in the senu parody fashion in 
which he laughs out the ritual false 
lines about defeat being triumph 
and the rest He knows, and he con- 
veys by his transparently hokey. 
off-pitch manner, that he knows. 
This bravado of Kennedy’s looks 
manic and crazy to some. But to me 
it looks like reason-saving ridicule, 
a joke between Kennedy and him- 
self. an acknowledgment of pre- 
tense. I find it much more reassur- 
ing, for example, than John Connal- 
ly's sober, straightforward presenta- 
tion of a case for his own success to 
date that is entirely mad. 

On the Tube 

The campaigns: 1 do not pretend 
to understand Connally’s campaign, 
ft has the look of an expensive ap- 
pliance that someone forgot to plug 
in. But when I observe him on the 
tube, looking perplexed and impa- 
tient to be among the other candi- 
dates at all and as if he believes he 
should be named to the office and 
now, 1 can fathom why he is not 
setting the Republican world on 
fire. And when I listen to Reagan, 
whose views are not — to pul it 
mildly — mine, I can see something 
of his appeal and his attraction. 

Most of the journalists I know 
and much of the East Coast world 1 
live in find Reagan’s candidacy pre- 
posterous. He is to them what Mar- 
garet Thatcher was to many in the 
British electorate for years — the ul- 
timate menace, what would get you 
in the night if you didn't eat your 
carrots. And this predisposition is 
self-perpetuating, since it calls for 
ever more complicated and implau- 
sible explanations of his appeal in 
order to explain his success. 

Something at least vaguely simi- 
lar, if not entirely comparable, is 
going on in relation to Carter-Ken- 
nedy. I don’t think Carter’s early 
showing of strength comes from 
some mindless and reflexive burst 
of patriotism or loyalty to the chief 
in lime of trouble or anything like 
that. 

Vulnerable 

1 think Carter is very vulnerable, 
but that his ureas of vulnerability 
ure those where Kennedy himself fs 
weakest and least persuasive, and 
Kennedy's campaign has been pret- 
ty bad. We thought he would be 
stronger, better. Now we are seek- 
ing to explain his bad Mun us, 
.somehow, the ayatollah's doing, 1 


think a different style of Democrat- 
ic opponent, coming at Carter from 
his other ride, would have done 
much better. The Republicans now 
seem eager to provide one. 

I have a way-out theory of what 
happened in New Hampshire last 
week: I think that for the moment, 
anyway, Reagan and Carter looked 
better — more reasonable, compe- 
tent and authentic — to their par- 
ties' voters than the others guys did.

Japanese Banks 
Bar Rescheduling 
Of Chrysler Debt

TOKYO. March 4 — A group of 
seven Japanese banks has rejected a 
request from Chrysler Corp. to res- 
chedule S 160 million worth of 60- 
day trade credits into an interest- 
free three-year loan, Mitsubishi 
Bank said today. 

Mitsubishi Bank, leader of the 
group, said (hat negotiations were 
con tin ning on bow Chrysler should 
settle the debt that it has been un- 
able to meet since making the re- 
quest in December. 

Previously, the group had agreed 
to supply the trade credits for De- 
cember and January within the 
framework of the then outstanding 
balance of $270 million to help 
Chrysler finance the import of vehi^ i 
cles made tty Japan’s Mitsubishi 
Motors Corp. 

But Chrysler discontinued settle- 
ment of die credits late in Decem- 
ber after the Congress approved a 
loan guarantee for Chrysler, Mitsu- 
bishi Bank said. The loan guarantee 
was conditional on Chrysler acquir- 
ing a loan from Japanese banks, the 
bank added. i 

After Chrysler stopped repaying i 
the debts, the Japanese banking 
group refused to supply new trade ; 
credits, and Mitsubishi Motors fi- 
nanced its February exports of 
aboul 20,000 vehicles to the UiL 
automaker. 

it is understood that the two 
companies plan to announce within 
the next few weeks an open-ended 
agreement under which Mitsubishi 
Motors will ship more than S70 mil- 
lion of small cars and pickup 
trucks, or about 20,000 units, to the 
United Slates each month without 
receiving prior payment for them.

NEW YORK, March 4 — Major 
U.S. banks today raised their prime 
lending rates by 15 percentage point 
to a record 17V* percent following a 
sharp increase in U.S. short-term in- 
terest rates. 

Although the key interest rate 
charged on loans to a bank's most 
creditworthy customers has beat 
expected to increase shortly above 
the record 16^4 percent reached Fri- 
day. today's move, led by Chase 
Manhattan, move was an immedi- 
ate reaction to reported credit tight- 
ening yesterday by the Federal Re- 
serve, 

After the Chase announcement, 
most major banks followed suit, in- 
cluding Citibank. Bank of America, 
Morgan Guaranty Trust. Chemical, 
Continental Illinois. Bankers Trust, 
Security Pacific and First National 
Bank of Chicago. 

Chase said it increased the rate 
because demand for loans remains 
strong and because of the general 
increase in market interest rates. 

Treasury Bills 

Rates on U.S. Treasury bills 
topped 1 5 percent for the first time 
yesterday in the government's week- 
ly auction. With interest rates again 
reaching an 1 highs, prices on the 
bond markets slumped. 

Big borrowers are most directly 
affected by prime rate hikes but 
since the prime also serves as a base 
for all interest rates, consumers will 
pay more for loans — if they can 
find them — as a result or the latest 
increase. 

After the prime rate announce- 
ments. the Treasury's 11*4 percent 
series of 2010 fell two points to 
about 94 24/32 bid. 95 asked for a 
12.38 percent return. Seasoned cor- 
porate issues were off an average 
t'4 points. 

Citicorp. Citibank's parent, later 
said that an average rate of 16.892 
percent was set at today's weekly 
auction of 91 -day Citicorp auction 
paper. This compared with a 
15.657-percent rate last week. Bids 
accepted ranged from a low rate of 
16.75 percent to a high rate of 16.95 
percent 

Steep Jump 

Citicorp also said it deferred its 
proposed S250- million floating-rate 
note issue because of unprecedent- 
ed swings in interest rales. 

Yesterday. U.S. short-term inter- 
est rates experienced the steepest 
one-day rise on record, sending the 
nation's money market into a tail 
spin. 

"It was the most incredible mar- 
ket I’ve seen in all my years," com- 
mented one government-securities 
trader who said the upward rate 
move was swifter than had occurred 
last October, when the Fed unmled 
new anti-inflation tactics. 

Helping to spark the upward rate 
spiral were indications the Federal 
Reserve had adopted a tougher 
monetaiy policy. Adding to the fuel 
was a massive $1 billion sale of U.S. 
Treasury bills by a foreign central 
bank, presumably the Bank of Ja- 
pan. Analysts figured there could be 
more such sales to raise cash for To- 
kyo’s support or the yen. 

Some specialists said the rise was 
sparked when the Fed allowed the 
rate on federal funds to hit 17V& per- 
cent before injecting reserves into 
the banking network. Federal funds 
are uncommitted reserves banks 
lend each other. The rate serves as a 


guide to the availability of reserves 
and prorides a base from which 
many other short-term interest rates 
are scaled upward. 

Many analysts interpreted the 
Fed's action yesterday as indicating 
that it is seeking to main lain funds 
trading at the higher end of the 
band believed to be 13 percent to 17 
percent. “It lodes like the Fed is set- 
tling in the upper reaches of the 
trading range.” stated David Jones, 
an economist for Aubrey G. Lans- 
ton & Ca If so. that would indicate 
a central trading rate of 16 percent 
to 17 percent, up from a resumed 
central trading band of 15 percent 
to 16 percent earlier. 

Bonds Slump 

Bond prices were marked down 
between IK points and two points 
today after the prime rate announc- 
ments. Dealers also cited disap- 
point men i over reports that Presi- 
dent Carter’s economic advisers 
ruled out the more common forms 
of credit controls in their battle 
against inflation. “The plan seems 
to be more one of areas that won’t 
be addressed instead of those it will 
attack" said one trader.

THE MAN WHO LOST THE WAR 

By W. T. Tyler. Dial 434 pp. S9. 95.

I SHOULD have known from the 

Opening pages of his first novel 
that W.T. Tyler was headed for 
technical problems. In those open- 
ing pages, the narrative eye sweeps 
im from , the Swiss Alps and the 
Carpathian slopes to ibe newly buOi 
Berlin Wall; then east to Moscow,, 
where workers are harrying “to 
complete the new .

Keeping Secrets

son. 'has dried up completely while 
Trevor Fracas, his £1 million part- 
ner. has been shunted from midfield 
to attack too frequently to score 
more than the odd hat-trick. 

Dynamo, of course, will not lie 
down to the champions. It recorded 
21 victories from 26 games, with 4 
draws, and a massive goal record of 
75 for. only 18 against. “We haven't 
reached English standards of head- 
ing and tarlfling yet,” says Berlin’s 
coach, Jurgen Bogs, “but our com- 
mitment and determination could 
spring a big surprise.”

Howser also hopes he will have something that 
Bob Lemon, who began the 1979 season as Yan- 
kee manager, didn't have — a healthy Rich G os- 
sage. Gossage injured his right thumb in a club- 
house scrap with Cliff Johnson last April 19 and 
didn't pilch for Lemon again. 

Steinbrenner can't necessarily insure Gos- 
sage's availability every night, but he did work 
quickly last November to give Howser some 
troops the owner thought would be necessary if 
the Yankees were to regain the pennant. The 
Yankees signed Rudy May. a relief pitcher and 
spot starter, and Bob Watson, a first baseman- 
designated hitter, as free agents and they ac- 
quired four players in trades — Ruppert Jones 
for center field.

Dave Garcia, beginning his first full season as 
the Indians* manager, might not be able to see 
the outfielders for all the pitchers the team has in 
camp. At last count. Garcia's list of pitchers to- 
taled 19. but that total could go up at any minute 
because Gabe Paul, the Mad' Trader, is the man 
who has been bringing in candidates for the 
pitching staff in wholesale numbers. 

Bob Owchinko. from San Diego, and John 
Denny, from Sl Louis, are two of the newcomers 
who are competing for jobs. The Indians ac- 
quired Owchinko from San Diego for Jerry 
Mumphrey. an outfielder who hjd moved to 
Cleveland’s rosier two months earlier with Den- 
ny in a trade for Bobby Bonds. 

Denny and Owchinko could wind up in the

The four-year-old Blue Jays have the oldest 
rookie manager in the majors. 64-year-old Bobby 
Mauick. There doesn't seem to be much reason, 
though, for Mauick to believe his first year will 
be any more rewarding than the three that his 
predecessor. Roy Hartsfield. spent in Toronto. 
The Blue Jays, during Hartsfield's tenure, fin- 
ished 45‘.i, 40 and 50'4 games out of first place. 

In an effort to reduce the margin to a more 
reasonable distance, say 30 or 35 games, the Blue 
Jays made a flurry of trades. As a resulL they 
have Joey McLaughlin, from Atlanta, to help in 
the bull pen; Barry BonnelL from Atlanta, to 
play right field; Paul Mirabella. from the Yank- 
ees. to pitch somewhere, and Damaso Garcia, 
from the Yankees, to play second base or share il 
with Danny Ainge, when the Brigham Young 
University basketball player joins the Blue Jays. 

Rick Cerone, the team s starting catcher, went 
to the Yankees, so Ernie Whitt, a .249 hitter in 
the minor leagues, will get a chance to be the 
catcher.

Judith Krantz is 52, rosy-looking and soft, 
happily married, and very, very rich. Her first 
novel. "Scruples,” with its smoldering, scarlet- 
lipped beauty gazing out from under a wid- 
ow’s veil on the cover, made every U.S. best- 
seller list. The paperbook version has gone 
through 13 printings in 10 months, with 4.6 
million copies in print, and now — with a 
“Scruples" television series — the 14th print- 
ing is on its way. 

Clearly Judith Krantz is onto something. 

She has a guiding principle; which shapes 
her characters, gives form to her stories, and 
earns her large quantities of money. "Like so 
many of us,” she says, "I have the idea that 
being young, rich and glamorous is more de- 
sirable than being old, ugly and poor.” 

Krantz breaks up. “What can I tell you? It's 
as simple as that ... If you're writing for a 
commercial market, and you start off with an 
old, ugly heroine, you have immediately elimi- 
nated yourself from the marketplace.” 

What Judith Krantz writes are long, pant- 
ing, mildly pornographic fairy tales, rich in 
gossipy detail and convoluted plot. 

Three years ago, without even the certainty 
that she could pull a whole novel out of her 


own imagination, Judith Krantz sat down at' 
her typewriter and began a book about an ele- 
gant specialty store on- Beverly Hills Rodeo 
Drive. She was inspired, she says, by the grad- 
ual discovery that an her favorite little places 
were being pushed out by rich boutiques. 

It was the first fiction Judith Krantz had 
written in 25 years. •-? 

She -had taken a shcst-slary-writiD^ class at 
Wellesley, then spent a year living: m Paris, 
working for a public relations firm.. Bom of 
well-off parents in Manhattan, she has never 
had to worry much about hex income., 

When die returned to the United States, she 
worked for Good Housekeeping magazine. 
Then she met a TV program director, named 
Steve Krantz. and fell in love, and got mar- 
ried, and got pregnant, and began free-lancing 
articles from home. 

She interviewed Golds Meir, and Peter 
Sdlere. She wrote “living Together Is a Rot- 
ten Idea” and "The Anatomy of the Obses- 


sive-Compulsive Personality,” and “E Is for 
Envy ” "I thought if I tried to do something 


from my unaginaiion, there wasn't anything 
there. I didn’t realize I had an imagination un- 
til I wrote ’Scruples.’ " 

She says her husband is delighted with her 
new career. Indeed, when “Scruples” took off, 
Steve Krantz starting writing a novel of his 
own, about assorted Los Angeles phenomena 
that include a mysterious death, drugs, movie 
stars and a female theatrical agent who is — 
surprise! quite beautifuL He sold his novel, 
called “Laurel Canyon,” to Pocket Books as a 
paperback original. The price of 5285,000 
broke the records for paperback originals. 


Ctiches 


Book reviewers, on the whole, have not been 
kind to Judith Krantz. 

"Sometimes the critics think I don’t know 
I'm writing ctiches.” she says. 

"I mean, here is a princess, with stiver hair, 
and black eyes. Now, I know as well as you 
do, and as well as any educated person does, 
that this is a cliche. But what is rim for me is 
to give myself the challenge of taking tins 
golden-haired princess and turning her into a 
real person.” 

Krantz is wanning to her subject; she has 
walked this ground many times before. 

"I am aware — because, after all I did ma- 
jor in English literature, and I am a reader — I 
am aware that I'm asking for it when I have a 
golden-haired princess, or a California blond 
blue-eyed young god. 1 am aware of it. But I 
don’t care. I do it 'cause it’s fun for me. That’s 
nothing manipulative about it- When Daisy 
drives off, on the last page, in a troika with 
three white horses — talk about a clinched 
ending! . 

“But it makes everyone so happy," she says. 
“What do they want her to do — trudge in the 
snow?"
